The constables have been In tho habit of taking out a bundle of tax bills for 
collection.

That official, as a rule, took their word for It with- 
out question and recommended abatement. Thus It appears, whether by con- 
spiracy, collusion or' grafting in some other form the city has been annual- 
ly robbed of a very considerable amount of money In unpaid taxes. Per- 
haps It Is best to blame the system. If the system has been at fnult as It 
evidently has when n. constable or even the collector himself has final au- 
thority In saying whose tnxcs shall or shall not be abated, then a change Is 
necessary. What Is needed is a system of collection that will clean up tho 
poll nnd personal taxes every year so far as that Is possible nnd that will 
then give to tho public .1 list of those who (all to pay. 
That, wo .surmise, 


would protect the city against the Ingenious wiles of the grafter nnd tax 
dodger,

Each had 
a bullet In their temple. The woman

Hncon 
then fled and up to noon today had not 
been found. According 
to 
evidence 


given the coroner, who wiis summoned 
during the night, Young anil liacon 
and an acquaintance of the two, Ber- 
nard Mann, were In White-Hold yester- 
day afternoon. They had been drink- 
ing and on the way back to tho "For- 
rest Lake" section. In which 
nil 
of 
them lived a disagreement occurred In 
which it is said Young attacked liacon. 
In the scrimmage Bacon was thrown 
when Mann Interfered nnd prevented 
further trouble. They arrived nt the 


Ash farm where Young 
h;id 
been 


boarding for two weeks. Young re- 
mained .there and Bacon and 
Mann 


went to their home. Hacon, It Is said, 
procured his rllle and returned to tho 
Ash house, lie found Young In tho 
kitchen with the members of the Ash 
family. The quarrel was renewed and 
after sharp words Baron Is 
yald 
to 


have shot Young, the bullet entering 
under the arm and passing through the 
body causing Instant death. 
Tho wit- 
nesses of tho.deed wero thrown Into a 
panic during which the alleged attempt 
to shoot Mrs. Ash occurred and In the 
excitement Bacon got away nnd dis- 
appeared going toward the 
Vermont 


boundary, which is only a few miles 
away. 


After the shooting Mrs. Ash hnr- 


uessed Young's horse and came here 
after the coroner. 
When he readied the scene there 


was nothing to bo done but to pro- 
cure evidence in the case which he 
did and as early aH possible today no- 
tltlcd the county authorities. 
Sheriff 


Drew drove from his home In Holbrook 
during the forenoon and was soon In 
pursuit of liacon with a number of 
oilier persons. Young who was about 
21 years old, was also known by the 
name of .Sawyer. He wan not married. 
Bacon also is single and/Is about the 
same age as Young.
